
Who's in charge of the 
town council agenda? 

COUNCILLORS ARGUE WHETHER TOWN CLERK OR COMMITTEE CHAIRMEN SHOULD HAVE FINAL SAY 


LYME Regis councillors have argued over 
who should have ultimate responsibility for 
what is put on agendas - elected committee 
chairmen or the town clerk. 

The matter was raised at last week’s meeting when 
councillors were asked to review the terms of refer¬ 
ence for committees and the scheme of delegation. 
Councillor John Broom said his only concern was 
with the policy which stated that the decision of what 
was put on council agendas ultimately lies with the 
town clerk. 

“I think it should be the chairman of the committee, 
unless what they are about to do is illegal,” he said. 

Town clerk John Wright said councillors did not 
have an option on the matter, as overseeing what was 
put on agendas was one of his statutory duties, but he

added that he did work with the committee chairmen 
to put agendas together. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said he had 
sympathy for Councillor Broom’s argument, as he 
also thought the chairman of a committee should de¬ 
cide what went on their own agendas. 

Councillor Stan Williams added: “I have never seen 
it done that way before, as you have it at the moment. 
As far as I’m concerned it’s very plain in council; 
councillors make decisions and officers implement 
them. 

“In all the time that I have served, 45 years, if some-

LYME Regis will go to the polls on June 2nd to 
elect a new town councillor, as two candidates 
have put themselves forward to fill a casual va¬ 
cancy. 

Former Mayor of Lyme Regis Ken Dibben, 
who previously served on the council for 12 
years and was mayor from 2001 to 2003, will 
go up against marketing and promotions 
company director, filmmaker and actor Jeff 
Scowen. 

Mr Scowen previously ran for town council 
during a by-election in 2013, but was beaten 
by veteran councillor Stan Williams, also a for¬ 
mer mayor of the town. 

West Dorset District Council confirmed on 
Thursday afternoon that the two candidates 
had put themselves forward to fill a vacancy 



created by the resignation of Liz Robinson, 
who stood down from the council after just 
nine months due to work commitments. 

A by-election will now be held on June 2nd 
to elect a new town councillor.

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West Dorset residents vote for change 


WEST Dorset District Council will revert back to a 
committee style system after more than 16,000 resi¬ 
dents voted for a change in governance at a referen¬ 
dum last week. 

A 2-to-l vote backed change in the May 5th poll, 
which should mean an end to a handful of Conserva¬ 
tives having the privilege of majority rule, effectively 
deciding everything the authority does. 

Matters came to a head when councillors were ef¬ 
fectively barred from key decisions over the develop¬ 
ment of the Charles Street site in Dorchester, 
including the controversial multi-million pound coun¬ 
cil offices. 

The referendum, which was triggered under the law 
by a petition, asked voters ‘How would you like West 
Dorset District Council to be run?’ 

A total of 16,534 people voted for the option: ‘By 
one or more committees made-up of elected council¬ 
lors. This would be a change from how the council is 
run now’. 

The other option, which attracted 8,811 votes, was: 
‘By a leader who is an elected councillor chosen by a 
vote of other elected councillors. This is how the 
council is run now.’ The turnout was 32 per cent. 

The change, to be implemented in May 2017, was 
outlined at the meeting of West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil’s full council in February and details are available 
at www.dorsetforyou .com/referendum-committees- 
west 

The development of this outline will be carried out 
in the year ahead and changes to the constitution 
drawn up. 


RESIDENTS of the housing estate in Lyme Regis 
have complained that they were not warned a double 
decker bus would be travelling along Anning Road 
and King’s Way as part of a new route. 

Stagecoach South West recently launched a new 
timetable for one of its most popular routes, which 
now connects Devon and Dorset, including Lyme 
Regis. The new service 9 replaced the former service 
52, connecting Exeter to Sidmouth, Sidford and 
Honiton, with an additional service 9A operating be¬ 
tween Exeter, Sidmouth, Seaton and Lyme Regis. 
The service runs hourly Monday to Saturday and 
every two hours on a Sunday. 

However, residents of King’s Way and surrounding 
areas have expressed concerns about the double 
decker buses travelling along residential streets, with 
one resident commenting on Facebook: “Madness 
sending a double decker onto a housing estate with 
all the kids and parking both sides! They have com¬ 
pletely lost the plot!”

A strategy committee will replace the executive 
committee. This committee’s size will be decided by 
the full council, but it could have a larger membership 
than the current seven. 

The new strategy committee will also be politically 
proportionate, which means that seats are allocated in 
accordance with party size. West Dorset District 
Council currently has 30 Conservatives and 12 Liberal 
Democrats. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, continues as leader of 
West Dorset District Council until this Thursday when 
as usual the annual meeting of council elects its leader 
for the year ahead. 

He said: “All councillors across our council will 
continue to work hard for the people of West Dorset 
whatever committee system is in place. We look for¬ 
ward to continuing to serve our communities. 

“The costs were regrettable, but we received a peti¬ 
tion signed by over 6,000 people and under the law 
that triggered a referendum which required us to give 
the rest of the 80,000 electorate the democratic right 
to decide if they wanted the council to have different 
committee structures. 

“We did all we could to limit costs and saved about 
£50,000 by holding the vote at the same time as the 
Police and Crime Commissioner elections.” 

Opponents have already said that the cost of the ref- 


Some have said that the bus if often not full and sug¬ 
gested that a single-decker would be more appropri¬ 
ate, but others have argued that the service will be 
useful for the elderly who are unable to walk into the 
town centre. 

A Stagecoach spokesperson commented: “When we 
launched our new 9A service we wanted to make the 
service as attractive as possible by providing addi¬ 
tional connections within Lyme Regis as well as a 
through connection to Seaton, Sidmouth and Exeter. 

“As such, we believed the King’s Way area of the 
town would benefit from having a regular bus service 
within closer reach, especially one that includes a 
morning express journey which takes commuters di¬ 
rectly into Exeter for an 08.20 arrival. 

“The buses used on this route are amongst some of 
the most modern vehicles in the country, ensuring a 
comfortable journey for all of our passengers and we 
hope local residents find their new service useful for 
both leisure and commuting purposes.” 


erendum could have been 
avoided by simply re¬ 
verting to the committee 
system, which is used by 
the majority of councils 
and considered to be 
more democratic. 

The Public First group, 
who triggered the refer¬ 
endum, see the result as a 
“real start to greater 
democracy” but still have 
concerns for how demo¬ 
cratic the system will be 
if Dorset has two unitary 
authorities, a plan that 
was supported by county 
councillors in March. 

John Grantham, Public 
First secretary, said: “The West Dorset referendum re¬ 
sult is seen in West Dorset as a real start to greater 
democracy, a reminder that this can be achieved 
through the ballot box, and possibly an example to the 
younger generation of what can be achieved in this 
way. 

“The elephant in the room of course is what happens 
when councils merge to form one or two Dorset uni- 
taries. This will surely occur, if for no other reason 
that there are not the funds available to finance both 
tiers of government, and there is currently consider¬ 
able overlap and confusion. 

“Public First will focus on discussing and promoting 
the more democratic committee system for the unitary 
approach, and let us hope that the new unitary author¬ 
ity does not refuse to embrace the greater democracy 
that people are increasingly demanding - we don’t 
want them forcing the public to have to retreat into 
using the Localism Act again, and another referen¬ 
dum, in order simply to achieve a more democratic 
system of governance. 

“We must not allow a secretive one-party cabinet to 
slip in by the back door.” 

Ian Gosling, of the Vote Common Sense group who 
were against the change, said: “I am of course disap¬ 
pointed by the result - but that is democracy in action!

“It will be interesting to see how the change in the 
system of governance will work in practice but I pre¬ 
dict that it will reduce transparency of decision mak¬ 
ing, whilst at the same time increasing costs and 
reducing the efficiency of the council.” 

In a separate development arising from work to¬ 
gether with colleagues in the Dorset Councils Partner¬ 
ship, certain changes will be considered at West 
Dorset District Council’s full council on May 12th to 
streamline governance arrangements and bring them 
into alignment with the council’s partners.

Martyn Underhill re-elected as 
Police and Crime Commissioner 


INDEPENDENT candidate Martyn Underhill has 
been re-elected Dorset's Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner (PCC) following a vote on Thursday. 

Mr Underhill was announced as the winning can¬ 
didate after the count was forced into using second 
preference votes. 

Mr Underhill was previously a senior officer 
with Sussex Police, where he was second-in¬ 
charge of the Sarah Payne murder investigation. 

He moved to Dorset after retiring from the police 
in 2009 and went on to campaign on issues sur¬ 
rounding safeguarding children, including Sarah's 
Law which was introduced in 2010. 

He was elected to serve another term after receiv¬ 
ing 66,660 of the 129,461 votes cast. His second 
term will officially start following a swearing in 
ceremony on Thursday. 

The second round of counting was between Mr 
Underhill and Conservative candidate Andrew 
Graham. Labour's Patrick Canavan and UKIP's 
Lester Taylor were eliminated in the first round. A 
Liberal Democrat candidate did not stand for the 
Dorset PCC position. 

The Dorset turnout was 21.7 per cent (up 5.4 per 
cent on the 2012 election). Results were as fol¬ 
lows: Patrick Canavan, Labour - 20,169; Andrew 
Graham, Conservative - 37,089, and second pref¬ 



erence total 44,548; Lester Taylor, UKIP - 21,086; 
Martyn Underhill, Independent - 47,738, and sec¬ 
ond preference total 66,660.

LYME Regis lifeboat was launched on Sunday 
evening after coastguards were alerted to a 15- 
year-old boy cut off by the tide on a cliff near 
Beer, in East Devon. 

The alarm was raised at 6.20pm on Sunday, May 
8th, and a spokesperson for the fire and rescue 
service said: "Fire appliances from Seaton and 


Colyton were mobilised to this incident. Fire 
crews donned dry suits and assisted the coast¬ 
guard in rescuing the male." 

The boy managed to climb down to the beach 
and the volunteer lifeboat crew took him to 
safety ashore.

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Uplyme couple complete London 
Marathon for favourite charities 


UPLYME couple Kayleigh and James Beddows 
completed the London Marathon last month, 
raising a combined £3,376.53 for their chosen 
charities. 

Both entered the ballot to take part in the race 
and, to their surprise, both were successful. They 
completed the 26.3-mile course around the cap¬ 
ital on April 24th - Kayleigh in six hours, eight 
minutes and James in four hours, 44 minutes - 
and both were so proud to finish they have al¬ 
ready entered the ballot for next year. 

Kayleigh, who works at Chardstock Pre-School, 
ran the marathon in aid of Meningitis Now, a 
charity that has been close to her and her family's 
heart after her 23-month-old cousin Tommy, 
from Essex, suddenly died in 1996 from the ill¬ 
ness. 

Her family have held many fundraisers for the 
charity over the years, but this was by far the 
biggest and most challenging, with Kayleigh rais¬ 
ing a total of £2,235.28. 

Uplyme footballer James, who works for West¬ 
ern Power, raised a further £1,541.25 for The Lull¬ 
aby Trust, which provides specialist support for 
bereaved families, promotes expert advice on 
safer baby sleep, and raises awareness on sud¬ 
den infant death. 

The couple, who have two young sons, held a 
number of fundraisers to help them reach their 
target, including a soup and roll lunch, an auc¬ 
tion at the Talbot Arms and a bingo night.

Town clerk objects to'personal 
criticism'in debate on agendas

“In a way, I don’t really care. One of the things I’ve 
been criticised for in the past is actually working with 
chairmen and I have been told by other members that 
it’s not the chairmen’s responsibility, it’s the officer’s 
responsibility. I don’t want to work like that.” 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds commented: “I haven’t 
done 45 years, I have done two. In the two years I 
have been doing this, if I have gone at the proper time 
with the proper advice to the town clerk it’s not been 
a problem, he’s always put it on. 

“I can’t see that there’s a problem. As long as he 
listens to the chairmen and they get it in in time, there 
isn’t a problem. I can’t see what we’re arguing 
about.” 

The town clerk added: “This is not a change to your 
standing orders. This has been like this for as long as 
I’ve been here and this precedes me.” 

Councillor Reynolds: “So it’s a waste of time then.” 

Councillor Williams admitted that he had some¬ 
times asked too late for things to be put on agendas, 
but this month he said he had asked for an item to be 
put on his Town Management Committee agenda “in 
plenty of time” and had been told three times by the 
town clerk that it would not be put on. 

The town clerk said this was because the council 
had already come to an “overwhelming view” on the 
matter in question - later revealed to be whether or 
not the pitch and put course in Lister Gardens should 
be reopened - and he was not going to put items 
which had already been discussed back on the agenda 
at the request of one member. 

“To put it back in the loop is a waste of everybody’s 
time,” he added. 

Councillors previously decided to keep the pitch 
and put course in Lister Gardens closed and to incor¬ 
porate it into its upcoming review of the whole Lister 
Gardens area. 

Councillor Derek Hallett said he could not remem¬ 


ber the matter ever being brought up in front of him, 
adding: “When the town clerk talks about the pitch 
and put, I’d just like to remind everyone that, because 
it hasn’t been open for three years, we’ve lost 
£12,000 minimum. Another £12,000 we’ve thrown 
down the drain.” 

The town clerk replied: “That’s actually a personal 
criticism of me. That was actually a council decision 
and I do object to people personalising things in front 
of me when I put things in front of this council for 
members to make a decision.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis commented: “In all the 
time that I’ve been chairman, if a member has come 
to me and asked for something to go on an agenda 
I’ve gone to the town clerk and a report has been 
done if there has been time. There’s no criticism at 
all about that. 

“This has been like this for as long as I can remem¬ 
ber.” 

Members left the policy as it is one of the town 
clerk’s statutory responsibilities.

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Council asked to take action as allotment 


holders diagnosed with Lyme Disease 


RENEWED calls have been made for 
the town council’s help in tackling the 
spread of Lyme Disease, as up to six 
allotment holders have been diag¬ 
nosed with the illness. 

Giving his report as council repre¬ 
sentative on the Charmouth Road Al¬ 
lotments Association, town councillor 
Derek Hallett said that Lyme Disease, 
spread by deer ticks, was the main 
concern of the group. Five allotment 
holders from the site have been diag¬ 
nosed with the infectious disease and 
a further person is currently being 
tested. 

Councillor Hallett reported: “I have 
offered to try and find the money for 
deer fencing, some from this council 
and some from Section 106 funding. I 
have spoken to the mayor and we are 
going to arrange a meeting with the 
deputy town clerk to talk this through. 

“The council’s gardening staff are 
quite capable of doing this job if they 
have the time and materials. I would 
like to try and get it in place, if not by 
this winter, the next winter, providing 
we can find the funds; the labour will 
be zero cost.” 

Allotment holder Rachael Pope, who 
has herself been diagnosed with Lyme 
Disease, spoke in the public forum of 
last week’s council meeting asking for 
members to support the proposal for 
deer fencing. 

She also asked the council to help 
raise awareness of the disease, espe-

cially as it the time of year when more 
holidaymakers would be coming to 
the area and the illness can be affect 
walkers in woodland areas. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, suggested that the council 
could put some information about 
Lyme Disease on its website. 

Speaking previously to the View 
From Lyme Regis , Mrs Pope said: 
“We have a responsibility to make 
tourists aware of any issues in the 
area. 


“The biggest problem is lack of 
knowledge. When I was bitten by a 
tick I didn’t realise how serious it 
could be. It wasn’t until three years 
later that I went to the doctor and was 
diagnosed with Lyme Disease after 
my brother was also diagnosed on the 
other side of Dorset. 

“One of the obvious symptoms is the 
‘bullseye’ red rash around the bite 
(pictured).” 


• Lyme disease does not take its name from Lyme 
Regis, but from Old Lyme in Connecticut, USA, where 
it was diagnosed as a separate condition for the first 
time in 1975, having previously been mistaken for ju¬ 
venile rheumatoid arthritis. 

• Lyme disease is an infection caused by bacteria called 
Borrelia burgdorferi. Some people will get a circular 
'bullseye' red rash that spreads from a tick bite and may 
also suffer from headaches, stomach upsets, feeling 
very tired, pains in muscles and joints and numbness 
or tingling feelings. Lyme disease can be serious, so if 
you get a rash or feel ill in the first six weeks after a tick 
bite, go to the doctor straight away. 

• Ticks can be found in places with damp vegetation 
and lots of small animals and birds to feed on, such as 
woodlands and gardens. Deer often carry ticks. 

• If you are bitten by a tick, try to remove it as quickly 
as possible using a simple tick remover, which are avail¬ 
able from the Lyme Disease Action website, vets and 
some pharmacies. Alternatively, tie a loop of thread 
around the tick as close to your skin as possible and pull 
firmly upwards without twisting and trying not to dam¬ 
age the tick. 

• Do not try to pull the tick out with your fingers as you 
may squeeze its contents into your body. Do not burn 
it, cover it in Vaseline or any other chemical, or scrape 
or cut the tick - only remove it whole and disinfect the 
area after removal. 

• To avoid tick bites, keep your arms and legs covered 
when walking in woodlands, use insect repellents such 
as DEET or Picaridin, check for ticks regularly when out 
walking, and brush off clothing before going indoors. 
Ensure children are safely dressed when in areas of veg¬ 
etation.

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Another council clash over skatepark 


TWO councillors have come head to head again 
over the new skatepark in Lyme Regis. 

Councillors Cheryl Reynolds and Derek Hallett 
clashed at last week's full council meeting, after 
Councillor Reynolds questioned Councillor Hallett's 
report on the Charmouth Road Allotments Associ¬ 
ation meeting, in which he said allotment holders 
had made complaints about the nearby skatepark 
facility. 

Mr Hallett's report said that, since he had been a 
member of the association, three complaints had 
been made about the new skatepark and a further 
two were made at the recent annual general meet¬ 
ing - one regarding youngsters urinating around 
the park and another about the amount of litter left 
at the site. 


Councillor Reynolds argued that she had spoken 
20 members of the allotment association, who had 
told her that no complaints had been made. 

Councillor Hallett said that he had given an "hon¬ 
est and true report", had received the information 
first hand at the meeting and would be backed up 
my a member of the allotment association who was 
sitting in the public forum during the council meet¬ 
ing. 

"Councillor Reynolds may not like it but she had 
to put up with it," he added. 

Councillor Reynolds and Councillor Hallett have 
previously clashed over the skatepark, when Coun¬ 
cillor Hallett said that the noise from the facility was 
so loud it would "set the allotments on fire".

CONTINUING our regular feature com¬ 
memorating the 100th anniversaries of 
the deaths of all men from Lyme Regis 
and the surrounding area who died 
during the First World War, we remem¬ 
ber William Smallshaw, originally from 
Lancashire whose parents later lived in 
Uplyme, and William George Coles, 
born in Charmouth.

WILLIAM SMALLSHAW 

Private, l/4th Battalion, Devonshire 
Regiment, Service No. 1773 

Born 1894 in Dalton, Lancashire and died 
May 12th 1916 in Mesopotamia 

William Smallshaw enlisted in Exeter, his family 
originally from Dalton, Lancashire. His battalion 
sailed for India on October 9th 1914, landing at 
Karachi on November 11th 1914. They then em¬ 
barked for the Middle East, landing at Basra on 
March 2nd 1915. 

According to the diary of another member of 
l/4th Battalion, Devonshire Regiment, Private, 
2761, A.W. Richard, he writes that on Friday, 
May 12th 1916 “Algy Smallshaw drowned while 
bathing”. 

Son of William and Margaret Smallshaw of 
Woodhouse Cottage, Uplyme, he has no known 
grave. He is commemorated on the Basra Me¬ 
morial, Iraq, panel 11 and is also commemorated 
on the Uplyme War Memorial. 



WILLIAM GEORGE COLES 


Gunner, A (Howitzer) Battery, 69th Brigade, 
Royal Field Artillery 
Service No. 1338 

Born 1895 in Charmouth and died May 14th 
1916 in Mesopotamia 

William Coles was a farm labourer and enlisted 
in Charmouth, joining 69th Brigade, Royal Field 
Artillery. They sailed from Avonmouth on June 
24th 1915, landing at Alexandria on July 6th 1915 
and then moving to Mudros, prepared for a land¬ 
ing at Gallipoli. 

They landed at ANZAC Cove, Gallipoli, be¬ 
tween the July 15th and 19th 1915. Seeing action 
in the Battle of Sari Bair, the Battle of Russell's 
Top and the Battle of Hill 60, they were evacu¬ 
ated from Gallipoli on December 19th and 20th 
1915 and reassembled at Alexandria, then mov¬ 
ing to Port Said, to hold the forward posts in the 
Suez Canal defences. 

On February 12th 1916 they moved to 
Mesopotamia, to join the force being assembled 
for the relief of the besieged garrison at Kut al 
Amara. They took part in several unsuccessful at¬ 
tempts to relieve Kut, which surrendered to the 
Turkish on April 29th 1916. 

Son of Francis and Lillian Coles of “Sunny- 
side”, Charmouth, he is buried in Amara War 
Cemetery, Iraq, grave XXI. F. 12 and is com¬ 
memorated on the Charmouth War Memorial.

matters, such as salaries and dis¬ 
ciplinary matters. 

Today, the current council seems 
to kick-out the press and public at 
the drop of the hat. The propensity 
to do this, I believe, has had a huge 
effect of the quality of debate in the 
council chamber in recent years. 


A great deal of discussion goes on 
at working parties set up for vari¬ 
ous projects which often curtails 
any real discussion at open council 
meetings. 

And as we all know, councillors 
very often express a different opin¬ 
ion behind closed doors than they

do when the chamber is packed 
with people objecting to decisions. 

During May, the town council has 
eight meetings planned - half of 
which are being held behind closed 
doors. 

They do allow the press to attend 
the working party on Monmouth 
Beach - but only because Derek 
Hallett and Anita Williams kicked 
off about the proceedings being 
held in private.. 

Also being held behind closed 
doors this month are the working 
parties dealing with the funding of 
LymeForward, development of the 
Langmoor and Lister Gardens and 
arrangements for celebrating the 
Queen’s 90th birthday. 

Please can someone tell me what 
is so delicate about organising a 
children’s party and community 
lunch to honour Her Majesty’s 
birthday that it has to be discussed 
without the public being able to sit 
in? 

They need the support of the pub¬ 
lic to make a success of the celebra¬ 
tions. Why not make them part of 
the process? 

The council has already decided 
to spend £5,000 on financing the 
shindig, which could have been fi¬ 
nanced through fundraising with¬ 
out any call for council cash. That’s 
£5,000 of council taxpayers’ money 
by the way. What have they got to 
hide, that’s what I want to know? 

Having so many meetings in se¬ 
cret leads to great confusion over 
when decisions are actually made 


by councillors. They will argue 
that they all come to full council 
for ratification, but I’m not so sure 
that a few have not slipped 
through the net in recent times. 

There is still great concern in the 
town over the alleged possibility 
that the bowling club will eventu¬ 
ally be moved from Monmouth 
Beach. I’m told there has never 
been any intention to do so, but the 
rumour will not go away. 

The more the council meet in se¬ 
cret, the more the public becomes 
suspicious. It makes a mockery of 
democracy. 


♦ THERE'S no denying that the 
new skatepark in Lyme Regis is 
an overwhelming success as far 
as the youngsters are con¬ 
cerned. That was clearly evi¬ 
dent when the £150,000 facility 
was officially opened on Satur¬ 
day. 

Wherever there is a gathering 
of young people, there's always 
going to be a bit of noise and 
the odd instance of anti-social 
behaviour.

To vote in the upcoming EU referendum you must 
be a registered elector on the local authority's 
electoral register. 

If you're unsure whether you are registered or 
not, you can check by calling West Dorset District 
Council on 01305 252208 or email electreg@west- 
dorset-weymouth.gov.u k 

If you're not already registered, you must register 
before Tuesday, June 7th in order to vote in the 
referendum on Thursday, June 23rd. 

It's quick and easy to register online: at 
www.gov.uk/register-to-vote (have your National 
Insurance number ready to speed things up). Any¬ 
one over 16 can register, though you must be over 
18 to actually vote. 

When you're registered, if you want to vote by 
post instead of in person, you must apply for a 
postal ballot before Wednesday, June 8th. Go to 
the website www.aboutmyvote.co.uk/register-to- 
vote/postal-vote-application and download the 
form. Because this must be posted to your local 
registration office, it is advised to do this well 
ahead of the June 8th deadline. 

If you have a good reason for being unable to 
get to the polling station on June 23rd, instead of 
a postal vote you can ask someone to vote for you, 
as a proxy. An application for a proxy vote must be 
made before Tuesday, June 14th. Go to 
www.aboutmyvote.co.uk/register-to-vote/apply- 
to-vote-by-proxy and download the form. It is also 
advised to do this well before the June 14th dead¬ 
line. 

Being registered to vote is a legal requirement 
for everyone over 18, so it's worth doing regard¬ 
less of the referendum. For young people, in par¬ 
ticular, being on the electoral register can be an 
advantage when it comes, for example, to credit 
ratings, applying for mortgages and making con¬ 
tracts for such things as mobile phones.

Rural roads to be targeted in 
council's latest road repairs 


DORSET Highways surface dressing 
programme is underway, with rural 
roads across the county scheduled for 
treatment. 

A dedicated team of 20 people, one 
spray tanker, two purpose built chip¬ 
ping spreaders, six lorries feeding 
chippings, one roller and two suction 
road sweepers, is making its way 
across the county council area. 

The team will be “dressing” C and 
D class rural roads - sealing them 
from water to prolong their life by up 
to ten years, and restoring skid resist¬ 
ance - with around 70 sites sched¬ 
uled for treatment in this year’s 
£2million programme of work. 

Andrew Martin, Dorset County 
Council head of highways, said: 
“Surface dressing is an essential part 
of our annual programme of work - 
it keeps an already structurally strong 
road in a strong condition for longer. 

“It complements our patching and 
resurfacing programmes, which to¬ 
gether keep our roads in as good a 
condition as possible with the budget 
we have available.” 

On average it takes between half a 
day and a day to treat one site, de¬ 
pending on the size of the section of 
road. 

Hot bitumen (the glue) is sprayed 
by a tanker onto the road, which is 
followed immediately by a spread of 
10mm chippings, followed by a 
spread of 6mm chippings (to fill any 
gaps) and finally a roller travels 


across the surface to compact the ma¬ 
terial down. 

Due to the amount and size of 
equipment being used - and the nar¬ 
rowness of the roads being treated - 
the road will be closed during the 
work. Drivers will be able to use the 
road again as soon as the team has 
passed and vehicles can safely get 
through. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Dorset 
County Council Cabinet member for 
environment, said: “Surface dressing 
is quick and vehicles can drive on the 
surface straight afterwards - please 
bear with us during these short road 
closures. 

“I’d also like to ask drivers to ad¬ 
here to the advisory 20mph signs that 
we leave in place - it’s to prevent 
skidding on the loose chippings, it 
helps 'bed down' the material and it 
will also save your paint work.” 

Loose chippings are swept up one 
or two days after the work, and a 
week after if needed. Sites are revis¬ 
ited after three months to check on 
the chippings and road condition.

WHEN writing this column, I firstly look for special 
events for the coming week, advised by the churches. 

I know of only one this time. Bethany Chapel in 
Coombe Street will provide another MighTea Time 
on Friday from 4.30pm till 6.30pm (there are two 
ways to say that - both are accurate descriptions of 
what happens!) All children up to and including 
school Year 6, accompanied by an adult who must 
stay with them throughout, are welcome. There will 
be games, craft, a short Bible story and a cooked meal 
for children and adults, all without charge. 

Starting this Saturday until Wednesday week, our 
Town Mill arts community is contributing to the na¬ 
tional celebration of UK mills with its first exhibition 
of paintings, photographs and drawings focused on 
the Town Mill, mills, milling and baking. Modern 
milling may be highly industrialised, but the principle 
is unchanged from the dawn of civilisation. 

The Bible describes milling by the Israelites during 
their journey from slavery in Egypt, to the homeland 
God gave them, between 1490 and 1450 BC. It was a 
desert journey with no food available, so God mirac¬ 
ulously provided ‘manna’. That was “like small co¬ 
riander seeds... The people would go out and gather 
it... They made flour by grinding it with hand mills”. 

Among the many God given laws then was, “It is 
wrong to take a set of millstones, or even just the 
upper millstone, as security for a loan, for the owner 
uses it to make a living.” However, “Jesus said ‘Peo¬ 
ple do not live by bread alone, but by every word that 
comes from the mouth of God’.”
